The metal disc very obviously 
w a s originally int e n d e d for a 
watchfob and that would indicate 
that it was made in the days when 
the pocket watch was the custom 
ary timepiece, in the days before 
the wrist watch had come into such 
almost universal use. 
When was that? Well, it’s any 
body’s guess, but the wrist watch 
was just beginning to come into its 
own about the time of the first 
World W ar in 1917. 
Unfortunately, there is no date 
on the watch fob. Herb suggested 
that it may have been put out in 
connection with the dedication of 
the Court House 1884. and t h a t 
seems a logical thought. 
If it was an advertisement, there 
is no evidence of it. 
Herb said he found it in a box 
of nuts and bolts and odds and 
ends that his father, John Plym ire 
had accumulated. Other than that, 
he knows nothing about the watch 
fob.

Farm Price 
Winner Eyes 
Future Path 


M EDIN A. Ohio Cfi—The winner 
of the state's annual farm scholar­ 
ship test for high school seniors 
was on the fence today on whether 
to stay in agriculture or to try for 
an engineering career. 
Owen Blakslee, 17, president of 
the Medina high school chapter of 
the Future Farmers of America, 
topped 897 other Ohio high school 
seniors to win 
the $540 annual 
scholarship to Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s College of Agriculture. 
Owen’s problem evolves around 
his “ love for nature” and farming 
and his concern about the eco­ 
nomic situation in farming. 
“ Farm er’s aren’t too sure they 
are not going to be very poor,” he 
said. “ They are under a shadow. 
But the engineering situation looks 
very good ” 


His family has farmed in Medina 
county for six generations, back to 
1817 or 1818, Owen said. The orig­ 
inal 300-acre plot has been divided 
so that his parents now own only 
75 acres and rent some other. 
“ I feel that living on a farm has 
given me an obligation,” the senior 
said. “ But if it s a case of me 
starving, i'd rather have a differ­ 
ent job.” 
Owen helps run the family farm. 
“ We have a dairy herd and we 
plant a few crops, including hay.” 
he said. 
Owen scored 139 points out of a 
possible 150 in the annual state 
agricultural test. 
Owen said he was “ leaning to 
ward accepting the scholarship and 
taking agricultural training,” pos­ 
sibly in agricultural engineering. 
But he said he was also interest­ 
ed in electronics and mechanical 
engineering. He works on airplanes 
in his basement workshop. 
The versatile youth, who played 
football for the Medina high school

Said Sure To Fool Viewer

a new one. It’s called the “ op­ 
tical outrider.’’

Prompter. a machine which feeds 
a moving script for a speaker

raneously. Most TV viewers these

cases the movement of a speaker’s 
eyes as he reads his lines is pretty 
obvious. 
But the optical outrider would 
appear to solve that problem. Pub­ 
lished descriptions of the new de­ 
velopment make it sound virtually 
fool-proof. A glass coated with a 
thin layer of titanium dioxide is 
placed between the speaker and 
the TV camera. Magic lantern mir-1 
rors project the lines of a speech 
onto the coating on the speaker’s 
side of the glass. The speaker 
reads his speech while gazing di­ 
rectly into the camera. The au* 
dience sees only the speaker. 
A TelePrompter spokesman says 
the new optical outrider has been 
used witji extraordinary efficacy 
on closed circuit television pro­ 
grams by business men addres­ 
sing audiences of their employes.; 
In salesmanship, where the direct 
clear-eyed approach is most im­ 
portant. where sincerity is prized 
above all. the new invention ob­ 
viously is a great boon 
It would be surprising if the ma­ 
jor political parties failed to make 
use of the new invention in this 
election year when television will 
have such a big role But as one 
voter and v iewer. I hope that when 
ever a politician uses the optical 
outrider the TV audience will be 
so informed,

lessly. I'm always impressed by 
anybody who can rattle off com­ 
plicated statistics.

Ifs a frightfully old - fashioned 
view, but personally I still go for 
the manuscript when I watch any 
office-holder or office * seeker on 
television—unless, of course, it’s a 
give and take interview’. 
The most impressive thing to me 
about President Eisenhower’s ap­ 
pearance on television last Wed­ 
nesday evening was his use of a 
manuscript. The downward glance 
the occasional lapse of word or 
pronunciation never trouble me in 
any politician’s TV appearance. To 
me sincerity — without quotation 
marks—comes through in such a 
telecast.

Is It Common Cold 
Or Just an Allergy 


By HERMAN V B U N D ESEN 
You may be sneezing and snit 
ting and still not have a cold. Ev 
en at this time of the year your 
trouble might be an allergy. 
Frequently the early stage of 
nasal allergy is mistaken for a 
common cold. Both often have 
similar symptoms. 


Cold Symptom* 


Cold symptoms arise when the 
nasal 
mucous 
membranes 
re­ 
spond to irritation. Various phys­ 
ical factors such as fumes or 
gases, extremely hot or c o l d 
weather and 
certain 
allergens 
might cause similar irritation. 
It s imjSortant that you consult 
your doctor, of course, but there 
are ways you can usually quickly 
tell whether you or your children 
are suffering from a cold cr an 
allergy. 
Generally a cold in the head 
will start and end gradually. Un­ 
less complications develop, you 
should notice relief within a few 
days. An allergic nasal inflam­ 
mation, on the other hand, be­ 
gins suddenly and continues is 
long as the irritant is present. 
With a common cold you might 
run a slight f e v e r and have a 
general feeling of discomfort or 
illness. Seldom will an allergy 
cause either. 
While sneezing usually is com 


mon to both an allergy and a 
cold, an allergy probably will be 
accompanied by profuse watery 
secretions. A cold will. too, but 
only for a short time. Then the 
secretions become thick 
Itching frequently accom pany 
nasal allergy. It seldom is pres­ 
ent during a cold. 


The nasal membranes of a per­ 
son with a cold are likely to be 
red, while an allergy will make 
them very pale 


Results of Cold 


Even though your trouble may­ 
be merely a cold now, it might 
lead to asthma, purpura, exzema, 
allergic rhinitis, or other aller­ 
gies. Secondary infections f r • 
quently bring on severe allergies. 
So you’d better do something 
about that cold right now.

R. O.: My son’s palms sweat 
excessively.

1934, 
against segregation 
in p u b l i c 
schools, the court didn’t say in so 
I many words that it was ruling 
against segregation all along the 
line up to and including colleges 
and universities supported by tax 
money. 
Monday it ruled that s exactly 
what it meant. It took this action 
at a moment when: 
1. The Deep South is twisting 
and turning in search of devices 
for preserving segregation in the 
lower public schools. 
2. Alabama is still rocking from 
the 
violent 
reaction 
of 
a 
mob 
against the efforts of Authermc 
Lucy, a Negro, to get into the Uni­ 
versity of Alabama 
The court didn’t mention the 
University of Alabama 
Monday. 
It was ruling on the case of three 
Negroes who want an education 
at the University of North Caro­ 
lina But the ruling applies to all 
Southern colleges and universities 
dependent on public financing. 
This doesn’t mean that those 
Southern states insistent upon pre­ 
serving segregation in schools will 
now throw open the doors of their 


I tax-supported colleges and univer­ 
sities to Negroes. 
They probably won t do it any 
« more quickly than they've done it 
with their lower public schools. 
Different 
schools 
and 
different 
states will 
probably follow this 
course in one form or another:

Negro,

Are the average American children 
growing “too soft", as many people fre­ 
quently are heard to be remarking on var­ 
ious occasions? 
One Washington C. H. business man. 
u no is a pretty keen observer of events, 
in talking recently with a small group cf 
local people, rem arked that in his opin­ 
ion the poor showing of most of the ath­ 
letes representing this country at the 
Olympic games in Italy a few weeks ago, 
was a standout proof of what is happen­ 
ing. 
In too many families and in too many 
schools there is far too much idea of m ak­ 
ing things easier for the youngsters, too 
much entertainm ent and not enough dis­ 
cipline or stressing of personal initiative 
he declared. 
While we may not agree entirely with 
his size-up of the situation, perhaps there 
should be some warning as to the truth 
of a part of what he said. 
It is, of course, easy for most of us to 
exaggerate the im portance of winning m 
sporting events because no one ever en­ 
joys losing or seeing his country or local­ 
ity lose. However, we are being told by 
manv physical health authorities that, on 
the general average, in recent years Eur­ 
opean children are able to perform basic 


calisthenics far more skillfully than o u r 
own youngsters. They declare that test 
after test bears out this fact. 
In the recent Winter Olympics, o u r 
\m erican athletes gave their best effort 
in trying to win, although they were not 
expected to take the lion's share of the 
nonors. It must be rem em bered A m eri­ 
ca’s sports emphasis in this type of par­ 
ticipation has always been upon track 
and field events rather than skating and 
skiing. 
# 
What is disturbing, however, is the re­ 
port from Italy that the conditioning of 
America’s athletes was far inferior to that 
represented bv the Olympic perform ers 
from the Scandinavian countries and Rus­ 
sia. 
The big question is, are we as a nation 
“ getting soft, because of prosperity and 
because things come too easy?” 
America s young men and women, ac­ 
customed to being driven to school (or 
driving themselves), blessed with the lat­ 
est devices in step-saving, chore-ignoring, 
and work - avoiding, are not going to do 
so well against tougher competitors in fu­ 
ture. Perhaps this sum m er’s Olympic 
games at Melbourne, Australia, m ay be 
no picnic for our side. If so we may expect 
this question to be raised again.

You may be sneezing and snif­ 
fing and still not have a cold. E v ­ 
en at this tim e of the year your 
trouble might be an allergy. 
Frequently the early stage of 
nasal allergy is m istaken for a 
com m on cold. Both often have 
sim ilar sym ptom s. 


Cold Symptoms 
Cold sym ptom s arise when the 
nasal 
mucous 
membranes 
re­ 
spond to irritation. Various phys­ 
ical factors such as fum es or 
gases, extrem ely hot or c o I d 
weather and 
certain 
allergens 
might cause sim ilar irritation. 
It s important that you consult 
your doctor, of course, but there 
are ways you can usually quickly 
tell whether you or your children 
are suffering from a cold or an 
allergy. 
Generally a cold in the head 
will start and end gradually. Un­ 
less complications develop, you 
should notice relief within a few 
days. An allergic nasal inflam­ 
mation, on the other hand, be­ 
gins suddenly and continues i s 
long as the irritant is present. 
With a com m on cold you m ight 
run a slight f e v e r and have a 
general feeling of discomfort or 
illness. Seldom will an allergy 
cause either. 
While sneezing usually is com ­ 


mon to both an allergy and a 
cold, an allergy probably will be 
accompanied, by profuse watery 
secretions. A cold will, too, but 
only for a short time. Then the 
secretions become thick. 
Itching frequently accom panies 
nasal allergy. It seldom is pres­ 
ent during a cold. 
The nasal m em branes of a p e r­ 
son with a cold are likely to be 
red, while an allergy will make 
them very pale. 


Results of Cold 
Even though your trouble ma? 
be merely a cold now, it might 
lead to asthma, purpura, exzem a, 
allergic rhinitis, or other aller­ 
gies. Secondary infections f r e ­ 
quently bring on severe allergies. 
So you'd better do something 
about that cold right now.

W'e have found the W hittier people 
to be very friendly. 
From the tim e we arrived in 
California up until Jan. 26 we had 
three little 
rains.

friends kept saying

It a1* 
most got to be a joke. But on Wed* 
nesday morning, Jan. 26. when we 
got up it was giving us a little fine 
sprinkle.

Our f l o w e r yard is 
very beautiful and since our yard 
is completely fenced in with a con­ 
crete block wall we have com plete 
privacy and still is very much like 
living out in the open. We are en­ 
joying it a lot now and I am sure 
that in a short tim e, when the 
weather warm s up a little m ore, 
that we will enjoy it a great deal 
more.

Fund Limit 
Said Too Low 
COLUMBUS, Ohio Iff)—Two mem­ 
bers of a legislative study com­ 
mittee agree that the present state 
limit on sums candidates for public 
office can spend on their cam 
paigns are too low. 
Sen. Charles J, Carney (D-Ma 
honing), and Rep. John J. Chester 
Jr. (R-Franklin) called the present 
spending limits “ridiculous” and 
said they should be boosted. 
Statute limits candidates for gov 
ernor to $5,000, congressman to 
$2,000 and state representative to 
$350. Limits on other candidates 
in Ohio are comparable, but there 
is no limit on expenditures by 
committees on behalf of candi­ 
dates. 
Carney and Chester gave their 
views on campaign limits Monday 
during a 2(A hour session of the 
committee which is seeking to de­ 
termine what constitutes a politi­ 
cal campaign contribution. 
The committee, an arm of the 
legislative service commission, de­ 
cided to hold a day of public hear 
ings on the matter and called for 
testimony by research, fact-finding 
and political science groups. The 
date of the bearing will be an­ 
nounced later. 
Tbe last legislature requested 
the review of campaign spending 
after a bill introduced by Rep. El­ 
ton Kile (R-Madison) to ban poli­ 
tical campaign contributions by 
labor unions ran into heavy labor 
opposition. 
Ohio law now bans financial con­ 
tributions by business corporations. 
During the session Kile, chair­ 
man of the committee, remarked 
that in his opinion Walter Reuther, 
vice-president of the AFL-CIO and 
president of the United Auto Work­ 
ers “wants to control legislatures ” 
Kile said that he was “afraid” 
of Reuther and of his ideas. He 
termed Reuther a “Socialist.” 
His remark* were hotly disputed 
by Carney, a CIO officials. 
“Reuther is entitled to his views 
so long as he does not try to over 
throw the government by force,” 
Carney said.

The complicated new formula for 
the allocation of State School Fmrn 
tktioo funds, which w as studied by 
the Washington C. H School Board 
at its regular 
meeting 
Monday 
night, showed that 10 more teach 
ers would have to be added to the 
staff to get the maximum alloca­ 
tion from the state 
The new formula is based on 
the “ teacher unit” 
plan 
which 
calls for 30 pupils per teacher 
. , .and the State School Found a 
tion funds are allocated on that 
basis. 
There are now’ 80 teachers (both 
elementary and high school) on the 
city school staff; under the “ teach 
er unit” plan the staff could be in 
creased to 90 teachers. 
The new formula is to go into 
effect next fall for the late quarter 
distribution by the state—for Octo­ 
ber, November and 
December. 
On the basis of the new formula, 
the city s c h o o l s have 10 too few 
teachers, supervisors and special 
teachers. The analysis of the situ­ 
ation by the board showed: “This 
m eans that for each teacher with 
a bachelor’s degree not employ-1 
ed. we (the schools? are losing ap^ j 
proximately $5,500 in s t a t e funds !
